MURDER OF A HUSBAND BY HIS WIFE. 


Mary ANN ASHFORD was indioted at Exeter assizes for tbe wilful 
murder of William Ashford at Honiton Olist on the 4th of Novem- 
ber. 

Mr. Kin and Mr. Slade were counsel for the prosecution ; 
Mr. Oo! Q O., and Mr. Оох defended the prisoner. 

It appeared that the deceased, who waa the husband of the pri- 
goner, Was & shoemeker, 6 on & good business at Honiton 
Olist, a village about four from Exeter. He was a very in- 
dustrious, thriving map, and had saved about £250. The busband 
and wife were about the same age—between forty and fifty, and 
had been married about twenty years, aud had lived а happy mar- 
ried life until the last two years. The first part of the case was 
tbat on Sunday, the 29th of October, the priconer ұлы “шта {ов 
neighbour that her husband was ill—that he was suffering from 
diarrhoes and gjckness. On Mondey nothing particular occurred, 
but on Tuesday, the 31st of October, the prisoner went to Exeter 
and saw 5 m шап, Dr. Roberts, to whom sho described her 
husband's state. On Wednesday morning, tbe 1st of November, 
Dr. Boberts received в message from the prisoner, requesting him 
to come and see her husband. Dr. Boberts accordingly went to 
the house and ssw deceased. He found him much prostrated, and 
very weak and ill—oonstantly sick and complaining of great 
psin and thiret. He ЕЗ the medicine he had before 
sent him. Dr. Roberts cal agein the next day—the 2ad 
ot November—and found the ptoms still continuing. Не 
again changed the medicine. n Friday he saw him again, 
aud he then requested Dr. Miles to come and see the deceased 
man. On Friday night the deceased was attacked with fits 
aud suffered great pain, the back being bent back, and the 
limbs drawn up. On Saturday morning the poor man died. 

The next question wae the cause of the death. An application 
was made to the coroner, and there was а post-mortem examination. 
Two medical men who examined the body could not discover any 
natural causes to scoount for the death. Grave suspicions were en- 
tertained, and the stomsoh, liver, and various parts of the vomit 
were placed in jers, sealed зр and taken to Мг Herapath, at Bristol, 
who discovered amenio an chnine in them. The symptoms 
were consistent with death ed by these poisons. 

The question then arises, by whom were these [agen adminis 
tered? ‘The prisoner had been the only регеов in attendance on 
the deceased. On Wednesday, the 25:h of Ootober, the prisoner 
had sent a little gir] to в chemist for ome jalsp. Oa Sanday, the 
29th of October, she complained of her husband's Шпеав No one 
then saw deceased until Tuesday evening, October 31, when Mrs 
Butt, а neighbour, went in to see him, and the prisoner asked her to 
stay a little. On Thursday evening, November 2, а Mrs. Brewer 
was called in by the prisoner, and she continued there all night. 
The prisoner mized up some medicioe in the kitchen and took it 
up-stairs to him. On Fridsy evening, November 8, the deceased 
was desirous of having some tea. The prisoner went down stairs 
to get some, and she brought up а teapot and teacup which hed 
some milk in it. There was s at the door, and the pri- 
soner went down stairs. Mrs Вай, who was in the bedroom, went 
to pour out some tea, bu, upon lilting the spoon, she found a 
blaish white powder attachea t» it. She gave the deceased the 
tea, but it was offensive to him, and he would only take the 
smallest quantity of it. The powder must have been put into the 
cup by the prisoner while downstairs. Oa the Saturday, Novem- 
ber 4th, Mre. Вай went into the bedroom, and upon the washs and 
ahe caw a wine-glaas, and there was a white blue powder settled at 
the bottom of the glass.

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TRIAL FOR MUBDER, AND SENTENOE OF DEATH. 
Tue trial of Robert Оое, aged eighteen, for the murder of John 
Davis on the 204 September, 1865, took place et 5 wanses assizes. 

Mr. Giffard, who with Mr. Williams conducted the prosecution, 
related to the court all the circumstances of this mysterious oase. 
In the month of Jan lest the dead body of a young man was 
found in Daffryn-wood, Mountain Ash. The heed had been 
severed from the body, and it was clear that a murder had been 
committed. Ihe deceased, John Davis, also a young man, had 
been missed ever since the lst of Beptember—four months—and 
what had become of him was a mystery until the body was found 
іш the wood, when it was recognised вә that of John Davis. The 
facts connecting the prisoner with the murder were all of a oiroum- 
stantial neture. The prisoner had borrowed an axe on the evening 
of the murder, and marks of blood had since been found on it; bat 
the most remarkable fast was that а month*aiter the murder, end 
more than two months before the body was found, the prisoner 
made а remarkable statement to а man named Evans to this «Несі, 
Speaking to Evans, ho said, “ Нате you beard of а man that was 
murdered at Mountain Ash?" Evans replied that he had not, on 
which the prisoner asid, “Оһ, yes; I heard them talking about а 
man that was murdered and his head was оры! off" As to the 
motive for the murder, Mr. Giffard said it would be proved that the 
deceased had money about him when he was las; seen alive, end 
when the body was discovered no money was foumd upon it, but 
that the prisoner had on the Saturday evening and Sanday been 
spending money freely. 

The first witness called was George Davis, father of the deceated, 
who proved that he last saw his son alive on the 1st of September. 
He was a well-disposed youth, fond of reading at night, and atten- 
tive to his chapel cuties. As he did not come home on the Saturday 
(2nd of September), witness asked the p.isoner, who he had heard 

been seen in his company that evening, about him, when he 
gave an explanation as to where he parted with him. 

Police-sergeant Hodson deposed thet ou the let of January last 
he was called to the wood to see the body of the deceased, which 
ng there. The body was lying on its back, a little inclined 
tothe right. A piece of rope was tied twice round the ankles. 
The head wes severed from body, and was lying sbout seven 
yards from it. There was no money іп the clothes. Не placed the 
remains on а board, and had them conveyed to Mountain Ash 
The ground under the body was of & dark colour, stained, as if the 
body had been lying there some time. He apprehended Ooe next 
dsy, when he made a statement as to the wayin which he had 
spent his Satarday evening and Sunday. The witness produced 
the hatchet which the prisoner borrowed on the evening of the 
murder, and which was said to have marks of blood on it. It had 
a short handle, about eighteen inches long. 

Mr. John Davis, farmer, stated that on the ist of January las 
having lost some sheep, he went out with his dog in search о 
them, when his dog attracted his attention to & spot in the wood, 
where he found the dead body of the deceased. He at once gave 
information to the police. 

David Jones, John Slater, Mrs. Bonney, Mery Rees, Edward 
Williams, John ‘thomas, and Mrs. Williams were oalled to prove 
that оз the evening of the 2ad of September the prisoner and the 
deceased were seen in each other's company. They wen: together 
to the Oefa Pennar Ins, near where both of them worked, and 
there they had a pint of ale together about four o'olook, or а quarter 
past, when they left together.
